But  tee 
all  can  benefit  by  the  example  set  by  these 
youngsters.  We  can  put  everything  we^ve  got 
into  our  efforts  and  then,  xvhether  ive  become 
champions^^  or  not,  wedl  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  we^ve  done  our  best,  and  of  himself

EDWARD  ADAMS 


Civic  administrator  and  versatile  natural  sportsman  are 
the  terms  which  summarise  the  career  and  character  of 
our  City's  Town  Cleric,  Edward  Adams.  Ted,  whose  whole 
working  life  has  been  spent  in  the  service  of  the  City, 
has  had  a  natural  bent  and  facility  for  sport  since  his 
youth,  which  has  made  him  excel  in  many,  where  most 
of  us  are  fortunate  if  we  excel  at  one. 

Ted  was  born  in  Bathurst,  but  came  to  Sydney  at  an  early 
age  to  complete  his  education.  This  he  did  at  the  Patrician 
Brothers’  College  in  Sydney.  Here  he  played  cricket,  a  sport  in 
which  he  was  later  to  become  very  well  known. 

On  leaving  school  he  joined  the  stall  of  the  City  Council  as 
a  clerk  in  the  Health  Department.  His  eagerness  to  increase  his 
education  and  a  deep  interest  in  the  administration  of  civic 
affairs  led  him  to  take  various  courses  at  the  Sydney  Technical 
College  associated  with  his  work. 

As  he  progressed  further  with  his  career  he  took  a  special 
two-year  course  in  public  administration  at  the  Sydney  I  ni- 
versity  under  the  now  well-known  Professor  Bland. 

Showing  the  ability  which  his  superiors  were  later  to  recog¬ 
nise  and  reward,  he  passed  this  course  with  distinction. 

He  progressed  from  Health  Department  Clerk  to  Chief  Clerk 
in  the  same  department.  From  there  to  City  Prosecutor,  then  to 
Chief  Clerk  of  Administration,  which,  in  turn,  led  to  his  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  important  post  of  Deputy  Town  Clerk  in  1942  and, 
finally,  to  Town  Clerk  on  5th  March,  1956.  In  this  latter 
position  he  succeeded  his  great  personal  friend  and  very  popular 
Club  member,  Roy  Hendy. 

From  his  early  youth  Ted  showed  a  natural  talent  for  sport. 
After  leaving  school  he  played  first  grade  cricket  for  Redfern, 
Petersham,  and  St.  George  in  --turn,  and  was  Captain  of  the 
latter  district. 

However,  his  ability  in  this  field  was  to  lead  him  even 
further,  and  he  represented  the  State  on  several  occasions  in 
Sheffield  Shield.  He  achieved  the  ultimate  in  his  career  when 
he  went  away  on  a  four  months’  tour  of  the  Far  East  with 
Charlie  Macartney’s  Australian  team. 

His  particular  forte  was  medium-pace  bowling,  and  he  will 
smilingly  tell  you  that  one  of  the  most  memorable  occasions  in 
his  cricketing  career  was  when  he  bowled  the  legendary  Victor 
Trumper  for  a  very  low  score. 

However,  it  was  not  only  in  cricket  that  he  was  to  excel 
in  the  sports  world,  for  he  was  also  a  baseballer  of  no  mean 


repute,  again  representing  N.S.W.  against  other  States  on  many 
occasions,  and  ultimately  becoming  an  interstate  selector. 

Rugby  Union  was  another  sport  in  which  he  was  to  do 
well,  and  he  played  first  grade  for  Eastern  Suburbs  in  his 
young  days. 

Surfing  was  also  to  capture  his  interest,  and  Ted  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Cronulla  Surf  Club,  where,  on 
occasions,  he  swam  with  our  Club  Treasurer,  Frank  Carberry. 

In  golf,  too,  he  was  to  add  to  his  laurels,  and  he  played 
off  a  handicap  of  seven  at  the  Cronulla  Golf  Club,  where  he 
was  Captain  for  several  years. 

After  advancing  years  and  the  increasing  demands  of  his 
career  made  it  difficult  for  Ted  to  actually  participate  in  the 
various  sports  in  which  he  had  made  his  mark,  it  was  perhaps 
only  natural  that  his  love  of  them  led  him  into  administrative 
duties. 

Ted  has  been  a  member  of  the  N.S.W.  Cricket  Association 
for  30  years,  and  for  the  last  14  has  been  Vice-President.  He 
is  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Sydney  Cricket  Ground. 

In  recognition  of  his  contribution  to  cricket  he  has  been 
made  a  life  member  of  the  N.S.W.  Cricket  Association,  the 
Cricketers’  Club,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  founders,  and  the 
St.  George  Cricket  Club. 

On  the  civic  and  social  side  of  life,  Ted  has  been  no  less 
active  nor  prominent. 

He  is  presently  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Administration,  member  of  the  Sydney  Opera  House  Executive 
Committee,  member  of  the  Sydney  Symphony  Orchestra  Advisory

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ISwimming  Report 


EXHIBITION  BY  NINE  WORLD  CHAMPIONS 

Exhibitions  by  Australians  Olympic  Swimming  Team,  a  victory  by  John  Brice  in  the  monthly  Point 
Score,  and  prospects  for  the  Club  Championship  were  the  talk  in  the  Pool  last  month. 


On  I4th  May  members  of  Tattersall’s 
Club  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  swimming  stars  in  action  in  a  de¬ 
lightful  half  hour's  series  of  exhibitions 
on  the  eve  of  the  departure  of  the  team 
for  Townsville  for  a  couple  of  months’ 
intensive  training  before  departing  for 
Rome  on  18th  August  to  take  on  the 
world’s  best  at  the  Olympic  Games. 

Rarely  has  such  a  galaxy  of  speedsters 
appeared  in  one  pool  at  the  one  time. 
The  18  swimmers  who  appeared  held  be¬ 
tween  them  eight  gold  medals  and  two 
silver  medals  at  the  Melbourne  Olympic 
Games  and,  had  Murray  Rose  been  able 
to  appear,  the  tally  would  have  been  11 
gold  medals. 

Also  nine  of  the  swdmmers  had  their 
names  inscribed  in  the  list  of  world’s 
records. 

Working  up  from  a  swum  by  up-and- 
coming  freestyler  Ruth  Everuss,  followed 
by  three  young  men  who  will  make  their 
marks  in  the  game,  Alan  Wood,  Bob 
Windle,  and  David  Dickson  (W.A.)  ,  the 
exhibitions  went  smoothly  to  Australia’s 
star  back-strokers,  Gergaynia  Beckett, 
captain  of  the  women’s  team,  and  Mari¬ 
lyn  Wilson. 

World’s  record-holders  at  backstroke, 
John  Monckton  and  Julian  Carroll,  went 
with  young  Kevin  Berry,  world  class 
breast-stroker,  and  then  the  baby  of  the 
team,  Jan  Hogan  (breast-stroke)  and 
blonde  Jan  Andrews  (back-stroke)  swam 
four  laps. 

Three  of  the  fastest  sprinters  in  the 
world,  John  Devitt,  Jon  Henricks,  and 
Geoff  Shipton,  went  five  laps  “on  the 
bit’’  in  time  that  would  have  won  Aus¬ 
tralian  titles  not  so  long  ago.  Then  came 
those  three  wonderful  record-holding 
girls.  Dawn  Fraser,  Ilsa  Konrads,  and 
Lorraine  Crapp,  who  raised  the  enthusi¬ 
asm  of  the  onlookers  wuth  five  laps  of 
stylish  stroking. 

To  end  the  snappy  exhibitions,  holder 
of  all  the  world’s  records  except  100 
yards,  100  metres  and  200  metres,  John 
Konrads,  showed  how  easy  it  was  to  sail 
over  six  laps. 

In  between  times,  three  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  water  polo  team,  Teddy  Pearce, 
Dick  Thornett  and  Vic  McGrath,  gave 
some  of  their  polo  ball  throwing. 

All  in  all,  it  was  a  very  illuminating 
half-hour,  and  sent  our  members  away 
with  the  realisation  that  the  Club  Com¬ 
mittee  had  done  its  bit  towards  success 
in  Rome  by  inviting  the  team  to  use  the 
Third  Floor  facilities  for  two  months  for 
the  intensive  calisthenics,  weight-lifting, 
etc.,  which  had  put  the  Olympians  well 
on  the  way  to  perfect  conditon  for  the 
big  tasks  ahead. 


Chairman  John  Hickey  welcomed  the 
team,  and  said  how  pleased  the  Club 
had  been  to  assist  athletically  and  finan¬ 
cially.  He  asked  Olympic  President,  Sir 
Harold  Alderson,  to  say  a  few  words,  and 
introduced  team  General  Manager,  Syd 
Grange;  Swimming  Team  Manager, 
Roger  Pegram;  Water  Polo  Team  Mana¬ 
ger,  Herman  Doerner;  Swimming  Union 
President,  John  H.  Morison;  and  Union 
Secretary,  Bill  Phillips. 

After  the  show  in  the  Pool,  the  Club 
Committee  entertained  the  swimmers  and 
officials  at  a  very  enjoyable  buffet  lun¬ 
cheon  in  the  Board  Room,  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  which  John  Morison  and  team 
Captains  Gergaynia  Beckett  and  John 
Devitt  thanked  Chairman  John  Hickey 
and  his  Committee  for  their  splendid 
gesture. 

Our  members  will  now  surely  feel  a 
personal  interest  in  the  doings  of  the 
swimmers  in  Rome.
